COAL IS HARD TO GET. 


INVESTIGATION INTO THE CAUSES 
THREATENED BY CHICAGOANS. 


They Claim That Cars Needed for the 
Transportation of It Are Being Pur- 
posely Held in Order to Force Up the 
Price—What the Railroad Officials Say 
in Regard to the Matter—Review of the 
Situation—The Prices Now Going Up, 
According to Dealers. 


Representatives. of certain business inter- 
este of Chicago which are being hampered 
and crippled by their inability to secure suffi- 
cient freight-cars from the various railroads 
threaten an investigation into the causes of 
the shortage of cars and a prosecution of 
those railway. managers who they charge 
have created this shortage simply for specu- 
lative purposes. 

“Is Chicago to have a coal famine,” 
growled an aggrieved Chicagoan, and the 
farmers have their grain kept from market 
and merchants keep ordered goods locked up 
in their warehouses until these speculators 
can drag out fortunes from advanced rates 
mcident te this shortageof cars? It’s enough 
to make business-men join the Socialists, An- 
archists, F. M. B. A., or some of the queer 
bodies now blooming in our country. East- 
ern railroad men are responsible for this stop- 
page ot trade. It was avoidable. Let it run 
a few days longer and the movement of grain, 
stock, merchandise, and coal will stop. Then 
the people will rise and investigate these 
speculators.” 

There is generally held to be a probability 
of a coal famine in Chicago because of a lack 
of sufficient cars to supply thia market. 

Several causes for this are given, among 
them the unusually heavy crops, the blockade 
of the Eastern roads by these crops, the call 
for heavy shipments of coal to the Northwest, 
where winter came suddenly and unannounced, 
the extensive strike of coal miners in Indi- 


ana, the shipment of holiday goods, and other 


reasons which are best stated by railway men 
and coal operators. 
Talks with Railroad Men. 


Of the railway managers Horace Tucker, 
the veteran General Freight Agent of the 
Illinois Central, said: 

I believe there will be no trouble in filling 
the local demand for coal, but can’t say for 
certain. Let me explain. It’s a complicated 
affair. 

This squeeze comes from the East. Lake 
navigation is about closed. The Western 
Transit company has several vessels on the 
water loaded with grain for Buffalo, and 
there is one more to go, The marine in- 
surance is about out. The elevators at Buf- 
falo are full. They aust be emptied before 
these vessels can unload unless their owners 
want to reinsure, which of course they do not. 
The New York Central and all the Vanderbilt 
lines can make three times as much money 
by keeping their cars and moving that grain 
to the seaboard than by running as a part of 
the through transportation from the West. 

In addition to this the enormous grain crop 
of the West was dumped on those Eastern 
roads from Western rail connections, and the 
Eastern fellows simply laid down and notified 
Western roads that they could take no more 
grain. The -producing powers of the West 
paralyzed them. 
Western farmers had been at work this year. 

These tremendous crops come from west 
of the Missouri River. The Iowa crop is not 
yet cured. . 

The miners’ strike in Indiana made a de- 
mand for thousands of cars. The Chicago and 
Eastern Illinois road ships to Chicago daily 


over 300 cars of coal from those mines, which 


are now all idle. Of course, that releases 
many Chicago and Eastern Illinois cars, but 
officials of that road are good, smooth think- 
ers, and as they do not know how soon the 
strike may be declared off the chance to bor- 
row gars from them is not flattering. Every 
road in Chicago could today use double the 
number of freight-cars it has in service. The 
motive power of the roads is short, too. When 
twenty-five locomotives are ordered built and 
they are scattered among foyr or five roads 
the increase is hardly perceptible. The fact 
s the country is growing marvelously fast. 

i We do not now allow our cars to leave our 
own system. We are handling our business 
well, and I do not anticipate a * famine 
here. 

The Northwestern and St. Paul roads are 
furnished with coal for their engines from 
mines owned by the Brazil Block Coal people 
in Indiana and Danville, III. This compli- 
cates the matter further. I think light will 
break soon and that business in freight lines 
will resume its normal pulse beat.“ 

Mr. Sanborn't Views. 

General Superintendent Sanborn of the 
Northwestern road said: 

Tes, there is yet a great shortage of cars. 
It comes from various causes, principally 
from the fact that the Eastern roads are hold- 
ing all their cars for Eastern trade. But we 
are assured by managers of the Eastern roads 
that they will be able in a few days to raise 
the blockade and allow their thousands of cars 
to swing back into the ordinary channels of 
trade. I do not anticipate that this car short- 
age will develop sufficiently to affect the local 
coal market.“ 

The Superintendent of Transportation of 
reed Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Paul road 
said: 

“Yes, the car shortage still continues, 
but I think we will be able to break through 
it in a day or two. I hardly believe it will 
continue so as to seriously imvade the local 
coal market.” 7 

F. D. Lindley, Superintendent of Car Serv- 
ice of the Chicago, Burlington and Quincy, 
said : 

There is a terrific sctambling for freight- 
cars by the various railroads. Eastern roads 
are holding their own cars. Our road has 
decided to allow none of its cars to leave the 
system. This is the case with many Western 
roads. We will bring the grain to elevators, 
but will not allow our cars to go on over other 
roads to the Atlantic seacoast. Eastern roads 
are now blocked with Western grain. They 
refuse totake any more. Western roads in 
self-defense—or, rather, in defense of Western 
patrons—hold their cars on their own lines. 

“The coal-miners’ strike in Indiana cuts a 
big figure, for roads are making desperate 
efforts to fill the extra coal demand consequent 
on that strike. High class freight, such as 
merchandise, the holiday goods, etc., is being 
moved on time. Stock is being moved. Grain 
by Western roads is being placed in elevators 
ready for the Eastern roads to transfer. The 
coal trade is thus far only slightly affected. 
We believe the Eastern blockade will soon be 
raised and transportation will resume its ordi- 
nary channels. There is a great deal of delay 
in Chicago in unloading and transferring grain. 
Idon’t know whether this is the fault of 
dilatory inspection or not. I think, however, 
the worst of the squeeze is past. 

Not Loaning Cars. 
A railway man said of the Chicago and 
Eastern Illinois road: 

“That company practically handles all the 
enormous coal output of the Indiana mines. 
It has had a great many coal cars of thirty 
tons capacity recently built and gust delivered. 
But they are not lending them to other roads. 
They believe the strike will soon end, in which 
case they want to be prepared to regain the 
business they are now losing.

NICKEL MINES HAVE A BOOM IN CANADA. 


Experiments Having Been Successfal Large 
Orders Are Coming In for the Metal. 

Supsoury, Ont., Dec. 7.—[Special.]—The 
results of the experiments with nickel steel 
by the American Government hkve been offi- 
cially announced and the superiority of nickel 
steel is now established. Ine consequence 
will be a largely increased demand for nickel. 
Already the Navy Department of the United 


States Government have given Carnegie, 


Phipps & Co. of Pittsburg a large order for 
nickel steel armor, the nickel for which will 
be supplied from this district. The price of 
nickel has advanced from 48 to 68 cents per 
pound. Steps are being taken to establish a 
custom smelter at a point on the main line of 
the Canadian Pacific railway a few miles from 
Sudbury. The Blezard mine in the Township 
of Blezard has been sold to a British syndic- 
ate. The price is said to be $2,000,000, The 
plant will be increased and modern machinery 
and appliances introduced. This price of 
$2,000,000 18 one of the largest ever paid for a 
mining property in Canada. 


CARTWRIGHT WILL RETAIN HIS SEAT. 


Canadian Conservatives Fall in Their At 
tempt to Oust Sir Richard, 

Incersott, Ont., Dec. 7.—[Special. |—The 
trial of the petition to. unseat Sir Richard 
Cartwright, a leading Liberal member of the 
House of Commons, took place here today. 
It was charged, among other things, that 
Erastus Wiman ana other Americans had 
contributed $50,000 to the Liberal election 
fund, and that this, with other large sums, 
was handled by the respondent, a considerable 
portion of it being corruptly used to secure 
his election; also that he had prevailed upon 
the Grand Trunk railway officials to intimi- 
date their employés into voting for the Lib- 
erals and to carry Liberal voters free.

TO SEEK A REMEDY. 


ACTION TAKEN ON THE MAYOR’S 
STREET-CAR TRANSIT IDEAS. 


Aldermen Look with Favor Upon His Suag- 
gestions and Give Him the Privilege of 
Appointing un Investigating Committee 
Ald. Roth Wants the People to Own 
Street-Car Lines—His Order Referred to 
the Judiclary Committee—The Added 
West Side Trip-Cars, 


In reference to the inadequate facilities for 
street-car transportation, Mayor Washburne 
submitted the following communication to the 
pe etic last night: 

t having come to your knowledge and to the 
knowledge of the administration, from published 
reports and from observation, that the present 
tacilities rendered the public for passenger trans- 
portation within the city are wholly inadequate 
to the present needs of the city, and are daily 

growing more inadequate, and in view of the fact 
that the World’s Columbian Exposition will soon 
add very greatly to the demands of travel in all 
parts of the city, it is desirable that radical and 
immediate steps be taken to remedy the evil. 

It is plain that the facilities within the power of 
the present surface roads, even if they were im- 
33 1 the point of perfection, are insufficient 

care for our rapidly-growing population, and 
its inadequacy will become more marked each 
year. 

Your honorable body has granted ordinances to 
two elevated railroad corporations in this city, 
both of whom have partially constructed their 
roads. For many months both these companies 
have remained apparently idle, and appear to be 
taking no steps to perfect their roads and grant 
to tae public a service which they are in duty 
bound to provide as soon as practicable. 

Necessity for Immediate. Action. 

The necessity for immediate action is apparent 
to you and every observant citizen. It is ex- 
tremely difficult for conflicting interests such as 
here stare us in the face to come to any definite 
understanding or agreement unless such conflict- 
ing interests be brought into close and friendly 
contact.

John N. Gallaher, Protestant Episcopal Bish-

INDIAN RATIONS PROVE INADEQUATE. 


Complaints of the Bad River Band That 
They Are Starving and Discontented. 

Pran, S. D., Dec. 7.—ISpecial.]— The re- 
port has been brought i in by missionaries that 
the Bad River Indians failed to get all their 
rations at Cheyenne Agency last week, there 
being 100 short, and that they are sullen over 
it. They are starving, suffermg, and discon- 
tented because of the bad treatment the 
agency gives them. They went about 100 
miles from where they live on Bad River to 
the agency and found no rations, and then re- 
traced theirroad for140 miles to Rosebud 
Agency and then home, making a trip of 
about 175 miles and traveling twelve days 
through a storm. Missionaries say it has 
changed them from social beings into stolid 
and sullen Indians. An old Indian who re- 
ceived. three Winchester bails in his body in the 
Custer fight, and who had lain on his back since 
then, died in his hut on Bad River from starva- 
tion last Thursday night.

THEY DO NOT LIKE THE COUNT D’EU. 


Brazilians Averse to His Claims—Feeling 
Over Dom Pedro's Death, 
[SPRCIAL CABLE. | 

Rro Jamo, Dec. 7.—A dispatch from 
Paris stating that Count d’Eu maintams the 
right of his wife, the Princess Isabella, to the 
throne of Brazil has aroused much of the old 
animosity against the Count. The papers 
comment kindly on Dom Pedro’s career, but 
without any expression of regret for the over- 
throw of the empire. One result of Dom 
Pedro’s death has been to soften the feeling 
against Fonseca. The opinion is universally 
expressed by Republicans that Da Fonseca 
struck a blow at monarchy at the right time 


along which Christians fled from the assas- 
sins. Many who became exhausted dropped 
by the roadside and died. The course of their 
flight is marked by corpses half eaten by 
dogs. Li Hung Chang has declared martial 
law through Manchuria.

The United States Comes in as a “ Favored 
Nation Under the New Zollverein.

Bzrriin, Dec. 7.—The negotiations between 
the United States and Germany have resulted 
in the arranging of a treaty of commerce by 
which the Government of the United States 
will admit German sugat free of duty, and, on 
the other hand, Germany will grant the United 
States the benefit of the most favored na- 
tion clause, which will be specially benefi- 

cial in regard to cereals. 

Under the new conventions that have been 
concluded between Germany and Italy and 
Germany and Austro-Hungary the duties are 
fixed as follows: 

Per 100 kilos on wheat and rye, 350 pfennige: 
oats, 280 pfennige; Boies. 150 pfenni 0; barley 200 
pfennige; maize, 160 pfennige; mals 360 pfen- 
nige; wine, 2,000 pfennige; butter, 1,600 pfen- 
nige; meats, 1,500 pfennige; live swine, 500 pfen- 
hige per head. 

All the amounts arranged for are payable in 
gold.

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SAY HE WILL DESERT. 


A CLAIM THAT ECKHART WILL 
VOTE FOR FRANK WENTER. 


Great Interest in tlie Probable Selection of 
a President by the Drainage Board To- 
day—The Accusations Made Against Eck- 
hart by Democrats and Republicans and 
the Denial by His Friends—What Dr. 
Gilmore Says on the Subject— Political 
Complexion of the Board. 

Unusual interest attaches to the annual 
meeting of the Drainage Board, which will be 


‘held this afternoon. A President and other 


officers thay be chosen, though there are those 


who say that a President only will be selected. 


Persons who profess to be intimately ac- 
quainted with the workmgs of the board go so 
far as to say that not even a President will be 
chosen. 

There are nine members of the board. 
Politically they are divided as follows: Five 
Democrats—Wenter, Russell, Cooley, Gil- 
more, and Prendergast; three Republicans— 
Hotz, Boldenweck, Eckhart ; one Socialist- 
Democrat—Altpeter. But two of the Demo- 
crats, Gilmore and Prendergast, were elected 
on a Citizens’ ticket against the regular 
Democratic opposition. Soalso was Altpeter. 
The proper division then of the Trustees 
would be: Four Citizen members—Hotz, 
Gilmore, Altpeter, Prendergast; two straight 
Republicans—Eckhart and Bolaenweck ; three 
straight Democrats—Cooley, Wenter, and 
Russell. The Democrats have steadily acted 
together so far. Untila few weeks ago Alt- 
peter acted with the Citizen members. Since 
then he has shown a decided tend- 
ency to act with the Democrats. The 
attitude of Eckhart and Boldenweck 
has been a matter of some speculation. 
Some have gone to the extent of predicting 
that in the organization of the board one or 
the other of them will act with the Democrats. 
This is not generally believed, as both of them 
were — 2 despite the most determined op- 
—.— of the Democratic press and the 

ocratic organization. They were elected, 
too, mainly by the same element that elected 
the Citizen candidates, and on a similar 
platform. ir best friends, there- 
fore, predict that they will act with 
the Citizen members this afternoon in organ- 
izing the board. It is almost certain that 
Boldenweck will, though —— overtures 
have been made to him. ane pesenees of his 
being elected President himself has been held 
out to him. But he has declined that office 
because a condition of obtaining it is an alli- 
ance with the Democratic combination. He 
told one of his warmest friends yesterday that 
he would vote for Hotz, who will be the candi- 
date of the Citizen members, for President 
today. 

Doubt About Eckhart’s Attitude. 

There is more doubt about the attitude of 
Eckhart. He has not definii_!y declared him- 
self as to the Presidency. In an interview he 


expressed himself emphatically against a re- 


versal of the policy pursued by the Citizen 
members during last year. He also de- 
clared himself against a change of the route 
as adopted by the board and against a chan 
of engineers. He spoke warmly of the abili- 
ties and qualifications of Hotz, to whom he 
referred as a personal friend. It is not likely 
underthe circumstances that he will today 
vote ainst Hotz or for Wenter, who 
will be the nominee of the Democratic com- 
bination for President. He must n be 
aware that Wenter has not the necessary qual- 
ifications for presiding officer, and that he 1s 
in favor of changing the route already laid 
down and the entire policy that has hitherto 
prevailed. His warmest friends, his stanch- 
est supporters in the late campaign, all favor 
the election of Hotz as President, and predict 
that Eckhart will favor him. 

And yet the Democrats were around town 
yesterday boasting that Eckhart would act 
with their combination. One of the lead — 
members of the County Democracy decla 
positively that Eckhart will vote for Wenter as 
President of the Drainage Board, that he has 
agreed to do so, and that in repayment for 
this action Eckhart is to be permitted 
to name the Treasurer of the board. 
Eckhart is interested in one of the 
new banks, this Democrat asse 
and wants to name the Treasurer that the 
new bank may have some of the drainage 
funds on deposit. Eckhart’s best friends to 
whom this story of his — At trading 2 his 
vote was told indignantly ounced it. They 
declared that Eckhart was no such man as 
this stary made him out to be; that his vote 
was unpurchasable; and that it would be cast 
on principle. The story was not credited even 
among the better class of Democrats, and 
honorable Republicans refused to listen to it. 
They pointed to Eckhart’s honorable public 

— 2 ten the best refutation of the slander, as 
they call it. 

Republican Aceusation Against Eckhart. 
But there are Republicans who also say that 
Eckhart is oie to act with the. Democrats. 

They say that Eckhart excuses himself in this 

way: There is no use in opposing the elec- 

tion of Wenter. He has the necessary five 
votes without mine, and he is sure to win. 

Altpeter and Gilmore are for him, as well as 

Russell, Cooley, and himself. I may as well 

o with the winners as act with Boldenweck, 
rendergast, and Hotz. Those who report 
this sort of conversation on Eckhart's part 

— good friends of his during the drainage 
ns gr and are stanch Republicans. They 

tried, it is said., to argue him out of his posi- 

es But he was not to be argued with, they 
claim. 


There does not seem to be a word of truth, 
however, in the assertion that Dr. Gilmore is 
a supporter of Wenter. Dr. Gilmore has re- 
8 and emphatically declared himself in 

vor of the election of Hotz. He has de- 
clared himeelf as emphatically opposed to the 
election of Wenter, though every sort of Dem- 
ocratic influence has been brought to bear on 
him to change him in this respect. He said 
yesterday: I understand Eckhart has en- 
tered into the combination to elect Wenter. 
That, of course, settles it. Wenter will get 
tive votes—his own, and those of Russell 

Altpeter, Cooley, and Eckhart. That will 
elect him. I have a good mind not to go near 
the meeting at all tomorrow. I don't want to 
be even a witness of. the barter.“ 

A Democratic member of the board who 
does not quite relish the reported trade with 
Eckhart said last evening: O, yes, we are 
sure of Eckhart’s vote. At first he wanted to 
be President. Cooley and Altpeter made a 
show of offering itto him. But Wenter ob- 
jected. He wanted it for himself. Then other 
concessions were tendered to Eckhart. Coo- 
ley and Wenter are in favor of giving him 
everything because Wenter wants to be Presi- 
dent and Cooley Chairman. of the Engineer- 
ing committee. The whole thing was fixed up 
at a caucus Saturday evening. I won’t tell 
where because that would give me away.“ 

The general impression is that EckKhar+ will 
go over to the Democrats today and - that he 
will do so in return for substantial favors to 
be conferred today or in the near future. His 
best friends will not credit those storie#, but 
many say that where there isso much smoke 
there must be some fire? 


The Views of Dr. Gilmore. 


Dr. Gilmore was interviewed last evening in 
reference to his remarks to the effect that he 
knew that Eckhart was going to act with the 
Cooley-Weuter-Russell combine. He said in 
explanation of his remarks: “‘ I was positively 
informed that a combination exists to defeat 
Hotz; that it would be impossible to elect 
him.

DR. FRANK M. BRISTOL'S LECTURE, 


He Talks at the Ashland Club on the Great 

Power of the Brain. 

Dr. Frank M. Bristol gave an interesting 
lecture at the Ashland club last night. His 
subject was Brains. Brains he styled the 
moving power of the world. The brain had 
done more for the development of the world 
than brute force could possibly have done. 
The men that had something on the brain, 
men who kept their thoughts before the peo- 
ple until there was a community to share them 
with them, until the nation or the people of 
the whole world took up the cry, were the 
ones who helped in the advancement of science 
and of civilization. 

But brains unless properly applied were of 
small avail. They were almost as useless as a 
big locomotive without fire and water and 
steam. Many brains were like the unexploded 
shell that had been recently dug up on the 
fiela of Waterloo. The force was there but it 
was hidden so deep that the sun’s rays of un- 
derstanding never penetrated to where the 
force lay hidden. 

There had been a time when Hercules was 
looked upon as the embodiment of all manly 
virtues; when brawn and muscle hid from 
view the intellect. But the people of the pres- 
ent day and of long centuries had 
held the story of his mighty tasks as idle chaff. 
The nineteenth century accorded its full meed 
of praise to Jenner, to Pasteur, to Koch, who 
had stricken the bonds of disease from mill- 
ions; to Galileo, to Watts with the steaming 
kettle, and to Ben Franklin with the kite and 

These were the men whom the world de- 
Hand to honor. 

One of the great questions of the present 
day was how to make Americans American. 
The road to the solution of this problem lay 
through the common schools. In education, 
that ot a practical kind, there was more de- 
fense against all sorts of wrongs and abuses 
than in standing armies and in armored bat- 
tlerhips. The lecturer believed m making the 
profession of public teacher not only honora- 
ble but remunerative as well. There was a 
constant menace and adanger in anarchy’s 
attempts to reconcile capital and labor in 
their proposed methods of annihilation which 
sought to wipe the one out of existence and 
threatened the destruction of both. But the 
surest cure for anarchy’s evils lay in a univer- 
sal education, one that took the children 


through the public schools by force if neces- 


sary.

Costa Rica will be added soon to the list of 
countries which have made reciprocity agree- 
ments with the United States. That which 
has delayed matters so long is the fact that by 
an arrangement made some years ago with 
the English holders of Costa Rican bonds the 
customs revenues are pledged for the payment 
of the interest, and the Central American 
government could not remit duties to any ex- 


tent until it had made satisfactory provision 


regarding its indebtedness. That has been 
done, and by the close of the year or early in 
January the President will be able to an- 
nounce that the cattle, preserved meats, agri- 
cultvral and mining machinery, raw cotton, 
coal, petroleum, eto., of the United States will 
be admitted into Costa Rica free, thus increas- 
ing largely the trade between that country 
and the United States. 

In 1890 the total value of the exports of 
Costa Rica was $5,390,000, four and a half 
millions being represented by coffee and 
nearly half a million by bananas; Of the ex- 
ports about one-half have beeu taken by En- 
gland and nearly two-fifths by the United 
States.

CRISP GETS THE SPEAKERSHIP. 

The Democratic caucus called to nominate 
a candidate for the Speakership met Satur- 
day and did not finish its labors until 9:45 
o’clock last night, when the thirtieth ballot re- 
sulted in the choice of Mr. Crisp, who will 
preside over the House for the next two 
years. a 

The contest has been one of unexampl 
length and has been marked by unusual per- 

sistence on the part of the friends of minor 
candidates. The pressure brought to bear on 
them by the workers for Crisp and for Mills 
must have been very great, and the only won- 
der is that they withstood it as long as they 
did. For the battle which has just ended was 
something more than one between opposing 
candidates for the Speakership. It was one 
between rival candidates for the Presidency, 
and their supporters took an active part as 
electioneering officers for Crisp and Mills. 

The success of Mr. Crisp is a defeat for 
Cleveland. It does not mean that he will not 
be the candidate of his party, but it makes it 
doubtful whether he will be permitted to 
write its platform. Were he allowed to do so 
he would leave the silver question untouched 
and confine himself exclusively to “tariff re- 
form.” If the other wing of the party pre- 
pares the platform it wili have some silver 
ambiguities and will “draw it mNd” on the 
tariff. It may not go farther than to take Gov. 
Hill’s advice and do nothing more than de- 
mand the repeal of the McKinley law. 

Mr. Crisp's personal position on the tariff 
has been a subject of dispute. When he first 
announced himself as a candidate the St. 
Louis Republic charged him with being false 
to tariff reform.“ Mr. Crisp denied it ener- 
getically. Not many days ago his opponents 
raked up some remarks made by him at St. 
Louis in April about the necessity of “ pro- 
tecting American labor, which his friends 
met simply by a reiterated assurance of his 
*soundness.””’ Unlike Messrs. Springer and 
Mills he gave out no detailed statement con- 
cerning his tariff intentions, so that it is diffi- 
cult to tell just how he does stand at the pres 
ent moment. 

Whatever his personal feelings may be, the 
fact remains that Crisp owes his election to the 
protection element of the Democracy, assisted 
by those men who, while caring or knowing 
nothing as to the abstract merit of free trade 
or protection, are fully convinced that an in- 
dorsement of the former by the party next 
year will beat it. That is Gov. Hill’s position 
and it 1s that of the office-seeking Democrats 
generally. The nomination of Mills was the 
only logical one to make, but the Democrats 
feel that they cannot afford to be logical, for 
it may cost them the Presidency. 

With Mr. Crisp in the chair, elected by the 
class of men who stood by him, it is safe to 
conclude that nothing radical will be done 
about the tariff this winter. No general tariff 
bill will be prepared, and while some little 
separate bills modeled after the Springer 
pattern may be introduced, it is doubtful 
whether they will make much progress. 

As regards Mr. Crisp himself, he will no 
doubt discharge the duties of his office satis- 
factorily. He is a skilled parliamentarian and 

» he is able to keep his temper. He will treat 
his opponents as fairly as Mr. Mills or Mr. 
Springer would have done. If any persons 
suffer at his hands they will be zealous free- 
trade members of his own party. He may 
find it necessary to repress their exuberance 
occasionally and keep them from committing 
the Democracy too far. 


SOUTH CAROLINIANS ASKING FOR PRO- 
TECTION. 

The Sea Island Cotton-Planters’ Protective 
Union of South Carolina has decided to peti- 
tion Congress to put an import duty on Egyp- 
tian cotton. Its members claim that their in- 
dustry is injured by the free admission of that 
article and that they must have protection 
against the cheap labor of the Egyptian fel- 
lahs. This is a singular request to come from 
South Carolina, which went so far in its oppo- 
sition to protective tariffs that it passed an or- 
dinance to nullify the one of 1832 and which 
indorsed heartily the provision of the Confed- 

.erate Constitution declaring that the General 
Govern ment should have no authority to im- 
pose such duties. 

The increasing consumption of foreign cot- 
ton has modified the views of the South Caro- 
linians. .The total value of the raw cotton im- 
| ported five years ago was about half a million 
dollars. For. the fiscal year ending June 30, 
1890, the imports were eight million pounds, 
worth $1,392,000. For the last fiscal year they 
were twenty million pounds, worth $2,825,000. 
This rapid increase is beginning to alarm the 
cotton-planters. A large proportion of the im- 
ported cotton is Egyptian. It has some ad- 
vantages which the American manufacturer is

GOV. HILL’S AMBIGUOUS SILVER PLAT- 
FORM. 


Blindness and insincerity are the distinguish- 
ing features of Gov. Hill’s silver program as 
set forth in his speech at Elmira last week, 
He has endeavored to say something to satisfy 
the Democrats of his own State, who are in 
favor of an honest dollar, without driving 
away in doing it the stumptail Democrats of 
the South and West, He begins with the dec- 
laration : : 3 

The Democrats of New York stand fast for sound 
finance. They demand that every dollar coined 
in the United States shall be the equal of every 
other dollar so coined. They demand more. They 
demand that every silver dollar coined hitnerto 
or hereafter shall be the equal of the present gold 
dollar, our present unit of value, weighing 2.5 
troy grains of standard gold, and not one cent, 
not one mill lese worth than that gold dollar. 

Next he proposes that the Democratic House 
shall pass a bill to repeal the Silver law of the 
last Coagress and revive the one of 1878. But 
supposing the Senate were to pass such a bill, 
how would that make each silver dollar, past 
or present, the equal of a gold dollar? The 
law of 1878 provided for the purchase by the 
Secretary of the Treasury from two to four 
million dollars’ worth of silver monthly and 
its coinage into standard dollars. If that law 
were revived the Secretary could purchase at 
the present price of silver from two to four 
million ounces a month, and would be obliged 
to convert what he bought into short-weight 
dollars, which would remain piled up in the 
Treasury, available only when made the basis 
of silver certificates. 

If this were Gov. Hill’s only recipe for mak- 
ing silver dollars worth as much as gold ones 
it would be clear that he did not know how to 
solve the problem. There is a way of doing it 
which has been suggested often. That 1s to 
put more silver in the silver dollar—to put as 
much in as a gold dollar will buy. This is a 
simple plan, but Gov, Hill does not mention 
it, probably because it would offend the 
stum ptailers of his party who want the short- 
weight dollar. Instead of suggesting some- 
thing of that kind he makes the following re- 
markable proposition: 

It is polities for cowards and straddlers to ad- 
vise and contrive that the Democratic National 
convention's trumpet next summer shall blow 
some uncertain sound. The gold and silver ques- 
tion will vex the repose of nations, will modify 
the budgets of statesmen, will disturb the mar- 
kets and exchanges of all nations, will therefore 
surge up and resurge in every Presidential elec- 
tion of the United States so long as gold and sil- 
ver fluctuate from their old fixed ruted equiva- 
lence. Fix again their rated equivalence, stop 
that daily fluctuation, and the gold and silver 
question passes into history. 

The “old fixed rated equivalence” of 
gold and silver is 1 to 16. That the legal 
ratio has ceased to be the actual one is ad- 
mitted. When Gov. Hill says: “Fix again 
their rated equivalence,” does he mean that 
the Government should establish a new ratio 
which conforms to the facts? Or must the 
old ratio be made a reality by the adoption of 
some method which he does not specify, but 
which the stumptailers will take to be free 
coinage? If he means the first he wants a 
gold dollar’s worth of bullion put in the silver 
dollar. But he does not say so, for the stump- 
tailers do not want that. His words can be 
interpreted one way by the free-coinage men 
and another way by those who believe in hon- 
est dollars, From a politician’s standpoint 
the sentence is well constructed. 

The Governor says that every silver dollar 
should be worth qs much as a gold dollar, and 
that the way to bring it about is to “fix again 
the rated equivalence of the two metals. And 
there he stops without telling how it is to be 
done. 


OUR NEW NAVY. 

The annual report of the Secretary of the 
Navy, already printed in Tun Trisung, will 
be particularly interesting to the public in 
those parts which refer to our new navy. 
When Secretary Tracy came into office some 
progress had been made in the building of 
new vessels, but Democratic hostility to 
all that had been accomplished under the 
previous Republican administration hampered 
that progress and condemned vessels which 
have since proved themselves to be strong and 
seaworthy. The Secretary-of the Navy, how- 
ever, has made amends and with Congress 
and the administration at his back has rap- 
idly pushed forward the work of construction 
and so far begun new building that within the 
next three years we shall have a navy capable 
of sustaining the honor and credit of the coun- 
try on the high seas. If Secretary Tracy had 
accomplished nothing else the beautiful White 
Squadron and the cruiser New York would 
have been sufficient evidences of his public 
and patriotic spirit. 

The report states that four new vessels have 
been placed in commission during the year, 
making a total number of thirteen since 
March 4, 1889. They are as follows: The 
Chicago, 4,500 tons; Yorktown, 1,700 tons; 
Petrel, 870 tons; Charleston, 3,730 tons; Balti- 


more, 4,400 tons; the torpedo boat Cushing, 


99 tons; the dynamite-thrower Vesuvius, 970 
tens; Philadelphia, 4,300 tons; San Francisco, 
4,083 tons; Newark, 4,083 tons; Concord, 1,700 
tons; Bennington, 1.700 tons, and the double- 
turreted monitor Miantonomoh, 3.815 tons, 
which will be put on trial tais month and will 
soon be ready for cruising. Besides these 
there are the Terror, Amphitrite, Monadnoch, 
and Puritan, which are of the same class as 
the Miantonomoh, and will be completed in the 
spring of 1893; the Maine, which was launched 
a year ago and which will take on its armor 
this month; the Texas, which will be launched 
next spring and be ready for service early in 
1894; the Monterey, a coast defense vessel, 
launched last April and to be completed in 
1892; the magnificent New York, which was 
launched on the 2d inst. and will be tested in 
January, 1898; cruiser No. 6, which will be 
finished in the summer of 1893; the Cincin- 
nati (No. 7), which will be launched next 
spring; the Raleigh (No. 8), sister to Cincin- 
nati, now building at Norfolk; the No.9 and 
Detroit (No. 10), which will be launched this 
year: No. 11; which will be ready next 
autumn; No. 12, which will be ready for serv- 
ice by the autumn of 1893; gunboats Nos. 5 and 
6, which are nearly half completed; the steel 
practice vessels, which will be ready next July; 
the harbor defense ram, 2,050 tons, now build- 
ing at Bath, Me., which is to be finished some 
time in 1892; the three battleships, Indiana, 
Massachusetts, and Oregon, which will be 
ready early in 1894; the protected cruiser, No. 
13, 7,500 tons, a sister ship to No. 12, both of 
which, as the report says, “in extraordinary 
coal endurance and high speed (twenty-two 
knots an hour), have no equal among the 
large cruisers of the world”; the torpedo 
cruiser, for which no bids have been received, 
as the high rate of speed called for cannot be 
secured within the prescribed limits, and tor- 
pedo boat No. 2, none of the proposals for 
which have been deemed satisfactory. 
Such is the list. It includes three armored 
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thus in a fair way to be placed upon a footing 


where it can compete with those of other 


powers, though it is still inferior to most of 
them in numbers, This is a matter, however, 
in which quality rather than quantity tells. 
In speed, coal endurance, armor, and arma- 
ment, we now have vessels which are the 
‘peers of any afloat, and as they are of Amer- 
ican make throughout, there is no reason why 
we should not have more of the same kind— 
more New Yorks, Miantonomohs, Cushings, 
and Vesuviuses. The United States at last is 
on the immediate road toa war footing, which 
is the eurest guaranty of peace. The rest re- 
mains with Congress. 


. THE CHRISTMAS SOCIETY. 

The society people of New, York City have 
set on foot a philanthropic movement which 
is worthy of imitation here. They have or- 
ganized a Christmas Society, with a long list 
of well known wumen as patronesses, the pur- 
pose of which is to provide poor children with 
Christmas presents. In a circular which they 
have issued they say: 

The children of the rich are given toys and pres- 
ents at alltimes ofthe year. and receive many 
more at Christmas, It is the object of the society 
to afford them an opportunity to give from their 
abundance to the children of the poor ; for though 
churches and charitable institations provide for 
many there are thousands entirely neglected at 
Christmas. Children should notonly give but 
learn to enjoy the giving—and to foster such sen- 
timent the society has taken the Madison Square 
Garden for Christmas afternoon, and proposes to 
there distribute ali the presents that may be sent 
ing All the lower part of the house will be given 
to the poor children and their friends. To pro- 
vide funds for necessary expenses the boxes at the 
Madison avenue and Fourth avenue ends of the 
building will be sold for $20 and the seats in the 
galleries at $1 each. 


The society also has opened an office for 
the reception of gifts and the transaction of 
general business, and already is beginning to 
receive contributions. This generous project 
seems to be a practical and feasible method 
of making Christmas a day of blessing to all 
classes. As the circular says, the chikiren of 
the rich and of the moderately well-to-do 
classes are always provided for. The children 
connected with the public institutions are al- 
ways remembered on Christmas, but there are 
always the children of the poor whose Christ- 
masis of the most meager sort, and some 
children who know nothing of its meaning. 
It is a peculiarly happy thought to invite chil- 
dren who have more gifts than théy need to 
give something of their largess to those who 
have little or nothing, not only that they 
may make the day a memorable one, 
but that they may learn somethmg of 
the pleasure of giving. Why is not this scheme 
deserving of imitaton here? In what better 
work can our society ladies be engaged dur- 
ing the next few weeks than in taking wmeas- 
ures to provide the children of the poor with 
gifts, so that the day may be made a happy one 
for all children? The churches and charitable 
institutions will do all they can as usual, but 
even then there are numerous children who 
cannot be reached. There is ample time to 
organize such a sodiety, for its machinery is 
very simple. It only needs a temporary 
office, a secretary; and tréasurer, and a gen- 
eral distributing point on Christmas day. 
Are not the results which would flow from 
such a scheme worth the slight trouble it 
would cost? ee ae 


MR. HOTZ FOR DRAINAGE BOARD PRESI- 


At the annual meetine of the Drainage 
Board this-afternoor it i ected that a new 
President will be selected. Judge Prender- 
gast, who has been President during the last 
year, is not a eandidate for reélection. 

Only two members are seriously considered in 
connection with the office for the coming 
year, Mr. Chr. Hotz and Mr, Frank Wen- 
ter. Both are old members, and. as Mr. Eck- 
hart very properly observes, only an old mem- 
ber should be considered in connection with 
this important position. The work of the 
Drainage Board is complicated and technical. 
It requires time and careful study to under- 
stand the law. A new member as President 
would be at the mercy of an active opposition. 
As between Mr. Hotz and Mr. Wenter there 
ought to be little hesitation among the single- 
minded and conscientious members in their 
choice. Mr. Hotz is an engineer by training 
and a capable business-man. As Chairman of 
the Engineermg committee of the board dur- 
ing the last year he has carefully studied the 
law and the best methods Of giving it effect. 
He thoroughly understands the work before 
the board. He is painstaking, practical, and 
at the same time progressive and thoroughly 
conversant with parliamentary law. He 
has the confidence of the business-men 
and financiers of Chicago—and that is 
an important factor in view of the 
fact that the board will have to 
negotiate bonds of the district durmg the 
coming year. Mr. Wenter, on the other 
hand, is a man of limited information. His 
knowledge of the Drainage law he has taken 
at second hand from Mr. Cooley. In the 
board, thus far, he has been an obstruction- 
ist. He has an unfortunate temper or an un- 
fortunate manner, which would make him an 
objectionable, if not incapable, presiding offi- 
cer. Besides, he is looked upon as the mere 
puppet of an obstructive combination which 
appears to be resolved on undoing that which 
has been done during the last year and which 
would thus delay the completion of the drain- 
age channel. ‘ 

Mr. Hotz ought to be elected today. His 
fitness is as conspicuous as is the unfitness of 
Mr. Wenter.

> LUNATIC ANARCHISTS. 

It is now pretty well ascertained that the 
maniac Wilson, who lost his own life while 
failing to kill Russell Sage, belonged to an 
association the avowed object of which is the 
waging of war on capital and capitalists. It 
is grandiloquently styled The Grand Army 
of Labor,” but that is a misnomer. The two 
members whose connection with it has been 
exposed did not toil, and their conduct shows 
them to have been among the worst possible 
enemies ot the workingman. Their object ap- 
pears to be couched in the advice to the peo- 
ple to take possession of the telegraph com- 
panies, railroads, “and other monopolies,” 
placing them in the hands of the government. 
They proposed to accomplish this by terror- 
isro and even by the taking of human life. 

The exposure emphasizes the necessity pre- 
viously insisted on of guarding the sale of 
these deadly explosives as carefully as the 
vending of poisons and the routing of an- 
archistic combinations in short order where- 
ever they may be found. The fellows who 
spout against any kid of government and 
advocate the use of dynamite to put rulers 


and capitalists out of existence thereby forfeit 


all claims to protection under the laws which 
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‘if the police interfered with his carrying 
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lighted firebrand through the streets, shouting 
for others to follow his example and help him 
to start a general conflagration. _—- 
Furthermore, the attack on Mr. Sage tends 
to strengthen the conviction, previously grow- 
ing, that there is no such thing as a harmless 
lunatic. The lack of mental baldnce which 
distinguishes the real crank may continue 
for years without a disastrous outbreak, but

moment. To allow such a charatter to be at 
large is not less risky then to permit a tame. 
tiger to roam the streets at will, and society 
would only be doing a duty to itself by insist- 
ing that both shall be shut up. It should not 
be necessary now to serve cfazy people the 


| same as in the olden time, when they were 


immured in underground dungeons, and 
some of them burnt at the stake. That was a 
barbarous way of treating the unfortunate 
ones, but mercy to them should not be con- 
strued to mean a hberty that may involve de- 
struction to their fellows. The mouthing of 
anarchical doctrines ought to be taken as proof 
of the mental lack of balance that demands a 
guard. The man who persists in the effort to 
incite citizens of a free country to sedition, to 
revolution, to a deliberate breaking down of 
the rights of property and other features 
which distinguish civilized life from one of 
savagery, should be regarded as a lunatic and 
treated like one.

Ir is reported by cable that the Bank of 
England is buying government stocks in 
preparation for carrying out the Goschen 
scheme for the issue of one- pound notes, the 
pound being nearly the equivalent of $5. Such 
action may not be premature, but it is early, 
as the project cannot be carried out for sever- 
al months to come, and some doubts are e- 
pressed in regard to its adoption by the House 
of Commons in its next session. And as it 
is said the first issues of these notes are to be 
fully covered by gold it is difficult to see how 
the issue could create a demand for govern- 
ment securities, Hence it is thought 
by some that the reported purchase 

iow may be for investment purposes 
or from a desire to stiffen the market. 
Nothing is reported of the proposition made 
some time ago to issue notes for half a pound 
each, secured by silver. It is not impossible 
that this will come up in some shape before 
Parliament when the discussion of the other 
measure is on, because a great pressure is now 
bemg brought to bear on the British Govern- 
ment to recognize silver more than at present. 
It is a wonder the English people have not 
moved for a paper currency for smaller 
amounts ere this. The lowest note issued by 
the Bank of England is for a sum equal to 
nearly $25, and payments of smaller sums 
than that have to be made in coin, unless 
checks or postal notes are resorted to. When 
it is remembered that to the average man $25 
means more in England than it does in the 
United States there is room for surprise, 
as the bank-note seldom finds its way 
into the possession of any one in the 
lower half of society there. Wages are uni- 
formly paid in coin, and that is mostly the 
case with rents and grocery bills, the rule in 
many places being to pay rents weekly instead 
of monthly, as with us. It must be nothing 
else than British conservatism, which makes 
the people slow to adopt self-evident improve- 
ments from abroad, that has prevented them 
from a4 free use of small bills long ere this. 
The loss by abrasion of the specie is itself 
an important item. The chief objection urged 
against the use of small bills is said to be a 
fear of their carrying contagion, and it is 
thought that the issue of such notes would not 
be consented to without some such arrange- 
ment as now exists, whereby the Bank of En- 
gland permanently retires from circulation 
every note presented at its counters, though it 
may never have been taken out of the build- 
ing,

Ir is reported that there is great irritation 
throughout Spain on account of the vote in 
the French Senate imposing duties that will 
destroy the wine trade between Spain and 
France. For several years past certain peo- 
ple in the latter country have driven a flour- 
ishing business by taking the Spanish prod- 
uct, mixing, and doctoring it, and then send- 
ing it to England and the United States as 
„French wines with imposing labels that 
enable the foreign sellers to obtain high prices 


for the goods. Recently these Frenchmen 
have discovered that the wines of California 


answer their purpose even better, the quality 
and flavor being nearly the same as that of 
the genuine wines made from the grapes 
that grow on the French hill sides.

It is 
also true, though little known, that the Cali- 
fornia wines are to a great extent labeled in 
San Francisco as the product of French vine- 
yards, and sold in the United States as such 
without gomg across the Atlantic at all. Still 
more of it is sent to New York, and there

The careless buyer of “French wines in 
this part of the world is almost sure 
to be imposed on with an article that has 
never been in Kurope, and two-thirds of the 
price he pays is a premium on the rankest 
kind of fraud. But if the buyer insists on 
having the real imported article” he is by 
no means sure of getting wine made from 
grapes grown in France. It is strange that 
there should be such a general support of this 
wholesale swindle by which perhaps more 
than 90 per cent of the wine-drinkers in this 
country are victimized. The people in Cali- 
fornia are working hard to enlighten the pub- 
lic on the matter, but it is an uphill task.

BIOGRAPHY OF THE SPEAKER. 


He Was Born in Engiatid, but It Was Not 
His Fault—His Political Career. 
Charles Frederick: Crisp was born in Shef- 
field, England, June 29, 1845, his parents be- 
ing on a European tour at the time. They re- 
turned to America the year of his birth, and 
went back to their old home in Georgia. He 
was educated in the common schools of Macon 
and Savannah, and in May, 1861, he entered 
the Confederate army as Lieutenant in Com- 
pany K, Tenth Virginia Infantry. He was 
taken prisoner of war May 12, 1864, and con- 
fined in Fort Delaware until June, 1865. Then 
he was released and went to live with his 
parents, who were residing at Ellaville, Schley 
County, Georgia. Soon after he moved to 
Americus and studied law, being ad- 
mitted the bar there in 1866, 
and going back o Ellaville to practice. 
He continued in private practice then until 
1872, when he was appointed Solicitor-General 
of the Southwestern Judicial Circuit and was 
reappointed in 1873 for a term of four years. 
In the same year he moved to Americus again 
and since then that town has been his home. 
June, 1877, Mr. Crisp was appointed Judge of 
the Superior Court of the Southwestern Cir- 
cuit and in 1878 elected to the same office by 
the General Assembly. He was reélected 
Judge in 1880 for a term of four years, but 
resigned in 1882 to accept the Democratic 
nomination for Con in the Third Dis- 
trict. He was also ident of the Demo- 
cratic State convention of 1883. He was 
elected to the Forty-eighth Congress and has 
been returned to that body continuously ever 
since,

His Henchmen Decline, or Are Afraid, to 
Do His Bidding. 

Auzany, N. IT., Dec. 7.— [Special. Repub- 
licans and Cleveland Democrats are in high 
feather tonight.

One of the Points in the Chicago Relief and 
1 Aid Society’s Report. 

On the Aldermen’s desks at the Council 
meeting last night were placed copies of the 
thirty-fourth annual report of the Chicago Re- 
lief and Aid Society. This pamphlet gives 
an interesting history of the relief of poverty 
in Chicago. It cautions the public against in- 
discriminate giving to street beggars and de- 
piores ** the multiplication of free lodging and 
soup houses, which furnish inducements for 
the unscrupulous to practice imposition and 
live in idleness.” 

The most embarrassing question before 
the society, says the report, is to know how 
to aid families that are brought to destitution 
by the drunkenness of the husband. and father 
without encouraging the man in his vicious- 
ness. 


- According to the report the labor before the 


society which takes the most time and trouble 
and entails a large share of the expense is the 
investigation of plausible stories which prove 
to be frauds. The only special de for 
charity in prospect are those which may come 
from a severe winter or from the great influx 
of labor attracted by the World's Fair.

Use of Me eae Catt:e Cars. 

The use of private stock cars for the trans- 
portation of cattle is attracting’ a great deal of 
attention among railroad managerson ac- 
count of the very large movement of live 
stock to market, many of the roads being 
pushed to their utmost capacity to provide 
sufficient rolling stock for the transportation 
of cattle offered for shipment. The railroads 
have never been friendly to the use of private 
stock cars because of the mileage one are 
compelled to pay the owner, but they have 
been — ME by com petition and the de- 
mands of shippers to use them to a large and 
increasing extent. Probably the number in 
use on the various roads now exceeds 20,000, 
Many of the roads are now introducing palace 
cars into their own equipment in order to es- 
cape the mileage charge on private cars.

This shows 
an increase of 216 per cent in four years, 
which is the most wonderful progress ever 
made by a road in the history of American 
railways. President 8. R. Calloway is de- 
serving of much credit for what he ac- 
complished with this road, which but a few 
years ago was a little narrow-gauge line that 
had to depend almost entirely upon local 
business.

A Dacision Reversing the First Finding in 


‘the Case—Sons of Benjamin Win a Suit. 


—Why Judge Moran Refused to Sustain 
a Decree of Divorce—J udgments Against 


C. B. Holmes for $164,003—Litigation 


Over George H. Morris’ Estate—( harch 
Property the Subject of Legal Action. 

There were nineteen reversals yesterday in 
the forty opinions filed in the Appellate Court. 
The law on per diem and traveling expenses 
of the County Commissioners was laid down 
in the suit of Daniel J. Wren, for the use of 
Henry E. Lowe, against the County of Cook. 
Plaintiff sought to recover on a warrant or 
order issued to Wren in payment of his per 
diem as County Commissioner. The county 
had already paid Wren $2,287, and on a claim 
that he was entitled to only $1,800 the county 
filéd an offset of $487, which the court below 
dis ed. 

In reversing the judgment recovered by 
Wren Judge Moran says: “The law im- 
poses on the County Board the duty of erect- 
ing and managing various county institutions, 
and one who takes the office of County Com- 
missioner is bound to know the location of 


these institutions and that their management 


will involve personal inspection. Expenses 
traveling from one part of the county 
to another must be discharged without 


other recompense than is fixed by law for the 


performance of their duties. Miscellaneous 
expenses must mean expenses to the county, 
not personal expenses of the Commissioners. 
If conveyances become necessary for the 
transportation of the County Board or its 
committees in the discharge of board func- 
tions they constitute board or county expenses 
and are not incurred by individual Commis- 
sioners, nor are they to be paid to them. It 
must therefore be concluded that the warrants 
paid to Wren exceeded the amount earned by 
him, and no agent had authority to bind the 
county by such a payment or to estop it to 
recover back money so paid without author- 
Padi 

He must exhaust his remedy in the order 
before he can appeal to the courts, either for 
ery mr pepe or damages for the expuision,”’ 
said Judge Gary in the suit of David Blumen- 
feldt against Max Karschuck and others.
